Our worthy friend, Stuart Beaton, secretary of the Victorian Soccer Football 
Association, has on several occasions requested—both by letter and through this 
paper—that clubs should ring their match results in as early as possible after the 
game iS played. This he has asked, not in a spirit of fun, but to ensure that he 
has all the results on Saturday when (and I speak now from personal observa- 
tion) he puts in the entire evening making up the League Tables. Should these 
results not come to hand, he is unable to complete the tables and, as Soccer 
News has to be complete on MONDAY, we get the fantastic situation which 
occurred Just week, when in some Leaques, clubs are featured as having played 
anything from three to six games, which is, of course, absurd. 

Following this, of course, I, who have nothing to do with compiling these 
tables, received on Monday morning a sheaf of Ictters from well-meaning club 
secretaries complaining bitterly that their frst or second team, or both, are not 
receiving proper consideration, and are occupying a much lower position in the 
table than that to which they are rightly entitled. 

Particuler offenders are the Third Division sides, but First and Second 
Division teams also are not without blame. I leave it to our readers to judge 
where the fault lies 

The situation in both First and Second Divisions is still extremely Alid. 
The referee s decision that Footscray's ground was unplayable leaves Box Hill 
now with two games in hand. Sandringham s rather unexpected defeat of South 
Yarra now puts Sunshine United at the top, with Sandringham in second place. 
The latter team’s victory gives them still a good chance of reaching the top, as 
injured players will soon be returning to the side. In the Second Division, South 
Melbourne continues its winning sequence, but the dropping of a point by 
Juventus to the lowly Yarraville side, loses the Italian side its second position, 

which is now occupied by Yallourn, who had a walk-over from the suspended 
George Cross team. 

An upset also is caused in the Third Division (South), where Moorabbin 
unexpectedly took a point from the leaders, ] UST. Im the Northern section, 
\White Eagles are still the only team left in the competition who have not sacri- 
fieed a point in all their games. It is unfortunate that the previous week they 
were unable to find the Royal Caledonians ground, so that the game was unplayed. 
It remains to be seen what action the Leaque Management Committee will take 
in this case

forined the club as it is now known—South Melbourne United. 
In these early years, these boys made rapid progress and each year trophies

Season 1936 saw the new club in the Second Division of the Senior League,

During the war, 90 per cent. of its Senior members joined the Services, and 
e club had a hard struggle to remain a club at all; in fact, during one season, 
he Senior side of the club went completely out of existence, but resumed again 
vith one Senior team the following year.

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Tasmania — Our Weaker Brother

Tasmanian soccer is fighting hard today to survive It has never recovered 
from the blow dealt it by the second world war and although today there are 
28 teams playing in the State, the numbers are not fully indicative of the struggle 
and the problems with which the code is faced | Lise 

In the South of Tasmania, six teams in each of the two Senior Divisions 
and there are four Junior teams. In the North, where Launceston is the centre, 
only four teams play in the two Senior Divisions and a similar number in the 
Juniors 

As in Melbourne. both Hobart and Launceston clubs are confronted with 
ground problems, caused mainly by the lack of help offered by city Councils. 
in Launceston the 12 teams play on two locations, one near the wharves, where 
there are two badly kept “islands,” and another in the south of the city where 
the ground, although situated nicely, slopes heavily. 

There are some very fine players in the State. One of them is 
Stan Kent, who plays for the Northern Tasmanian Waterside Workers (a team 
with hardly a “wharfie’ in it). He was chosen to play against the Yugo-Slavs 
in Adelaide and carried himself well in distinguished company. Another is 
Hobart goalie, J. Wise, who time and time again has been chosen to represent 
South against North. 

| wonder whether it would not be possible for the Victorian Amateur Soccer 
Association to help Tasmania in any way they think fit. Most clubs are badly 
in need of financial aid. They need encouragement generally, and what could be 
a better way of propagating soccer in Tasmania than to send a Victorian team 
there, even if it did involve the Association in some financial loss? The tour

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LEARN FROM VICTORIA’S STARS 


i— Wing Play 
By ALEC BARR 


[ address the majority of my remarks to the younger players and sincerely 
hope that I may be able to give them a few useful hints 

A. good winger can make or break a forward line because of inability to 
play the most suitable type of game for his inside-forwards, which, of course, 
Includes the centre-forward, If your centre-forward is very qood in the air 
you must play to his head whenever possible : if he is particularly fast, then you 
must utilise his speed by playing a ‘through’ pass, which enables him to use his 
speed te beat his opponents. In other words every winger should study the 
‘inside man’ and adjust his play accordingly. 

Every winger should spend as miuch time as possible practicing corner kicks, 
countless games having been won and lost on the corner kicks. The winger is 
more than entitled to say where his team mates position themselves for a corner, 
and it is only by discussing with his team-mates that he will find out the best 
method of turning the advantage of a corner into a goal. Ball control is as 
important to a winger as to any other player. Too many people state, So-and- 
So can run like the wind; he is a born winger.’ Too many wingers think all 
they have to do is kick the ball and then catch up with it. This is a long way 
from the truth. A winger should be tricky, have a delicate touch when necessary, 
and also have the ability to send a forty-yard pass straight to his centre-forward 
or from left-wing to right-wing. Many times a winger can receive a hurried 
clearance from his defence and by virtue of good ball control can quickly have 
his forward line into attack with the minimum delay. As my predecessors in this 
series have stated, practice, practice, and still more practice is the secret of success. 
Stanley Mortenson, the great English internationalist, writes: “Dont practice 
by the minute; don't practice by the hour; don't practice by the day; practice by 
the years.” Jacky Wilson, who is, of course, en route to South Africa, remarked 
many times to me: “Alex, ball control is second nature after a few years prac- 
tice.” And so it is. The bouncing, awkward-looking ball can be a good friend 
sometimes, provided you have ball-sense. Ask your coaches to introduce into 
your training schedule games which will improve your control. One last word 
Please ignore those barrackers who scream, Bravo every time a player makes a 
wild. indiscriminate lash at the ball. Nobody should applaud such tactics, ana 
anybody can practice these tactics. Our game has the name of being scientific; 
try to keep it that way. An |
